Physical  Ffaturks. 

The  City  may  be  said,  generally,  to  be  lying  on  a plain 
slightly  lower  than  the  surrounding  districts.  On  the  north 
and  the  north-east  are  the  South  Down  hills,  to  the  south, 
east  and  west  is  the  sea.  The  acreage  of  the  City  is  1,538. 

The  upper  soil  is  chiefly  of  the  nature  of  loam  to  a depth 
from  2 to  3 feet,  beneath  this  is  to  be  found  gravel  to  a depth  of 
20  feet  or  more,  in  some  places  more  porous  than  others,  beneath 
this  again  is  to  be  found  clay  from  90  to  100  feet. 

The  population  of  the  City  at  the  last  census  was  12,591. 

The  births  for  the  year  numbered  228,  comprised  of  118 
males  and  no  females,  and  the  corrected  birth  rate  225,  this 
gives  17*50  per  1,000;  as  compared  with  23*9  per  1,000  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  ; the  deaths  numbered  261, 
giving  20*03  1,000,  as  compared  with  i3’4  per  1,000  for 

England  and  Wales.  The  population  to  the  middle  of  the  year 
1913,  may  be  said  to  be  13,030. 

The  Cit}^  is  chiefly  a residential  district,  but  there  are 
connected  with  it  many  important  Institutions,  namely  : the 
Bishop  Otter  College,  the  Barracks,  the  Royal  West  Sussex 
Hospital,  Workhouse,  and  the  West  Sussex  Count}^  Asylum. 

The  outlying  parts  are  chiefl}^  agricultural,  whilst  the  more 
important  trades  carried  on  within  the  City,  include : Building, 
Tailoring,  Dressmaking,  Steam  and  Hand  Eaundr}^  Works, 
Dye  Works,  a Tannery,  Wool  Sorters,  Potted  Meat  and  vSausage 
Factory,  Printing  Works,  Brewery,  Mineral  Water  Manu- 
factories, and  Gas  and  Electric  Eight  Works. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  City  Council  approved 
plans  and  site  for  a Bacon  Factory  upon  an  extensive  scale  ; 
the  site  being  between  Cawley  Road  and  Basin  Road. 

During  the  year  Messrs.  Shippam  have  completed  their 
new  Factory  in  East  Walls,  which  is  thoroughly  up-to-date. 

The  City  is  divided  into  three  Wards,  South,  East  and 
West. 

Particulars  of  the  Poor  Eaw  Relief  are  at  regular  intervals 
sent  to  the  Eocal  Government  Board  by  the  Poor  Eaw 
Authorities. 


The  Workhouse  has  an  average  of  io6  inmates— Females, 
40  ; Males,  52  ; Children,  14  ; but  an  average  of  about  34  of 
these  belong  to  Westhampnett  Union. 

The  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital  contains  60  beds,  with 
an  extensive  Out-patient  department  and  a thoroughly 
up-to-date  Operating  Theatre,  together  with  an  Ophthalmic, 
Aural  and  X-Ray  department.  The  House  Surgeon  visits  in 
the  district  those  Out-patients  who  are  unable  to  attend  the 
Hospital. 

The  reconstruction  scheme  of  the  Hospital  was  completed 
on  August  2nd,  and  re-opened  by  His  Majesty  the  King  on 
that  date. 

The  whole  building  has  been  re-drained,  and  extensive 
alterations  and  additions  have  been  made  in  order  to  bring  it 
up-to-date,  including  new  Sanitary  Blocks. 

Me^tkoropogy. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  not  a Meteorological 
Station  in  the  Cit}^ ; I trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we 
shall  be  fully  equipped  in  this  direction.  I,  however,  give 
below  a record  of  Rainfall  in  the  City,  kindly  given  by  Mr. 
G.  Ashley  T3^acke.

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B. — Sanitary  Circumstance's  of  thk  District. 

Water  Supply. 

The  City  derives  its  water  supply  from  a well  104  feet 
deep,  situated  at  Fishbouriie,  about  miles  distant  from  the 
Cit}'',  and  here,  also,  is  situated  the  City  Water  Works.  The 
supply  is  constant  and  sufficient.  Analysis  of  the  water  shows 
it  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

There  are  less  than  150  houses  in  the  City  with  supply  of 
water  for  domestic  purposes  from  a local  well  only.  Every 
opportunity  is  taken  to  get  owners  of  property  to  lay  on  the 
Corporation  water. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  river  Eavaut,  which  this  year  started  running  in 
September,  takes  the  following  course  :--eiitering  the  City  at 
St.  James’,  flows  behind  the  houses  in  St.  Pancras,  down 
Market  Road,  crosses  South  Street  at  Southgate,  where  it 
divides  and  passes  into  open  courses  to  Appledram,  and  thence 
to  Chichester  harbour. 

The  Canal  and  Basin. 

Very  little  of  the  Canal  is  in  the  City,  approximately  a 
quarter  of  a mile,  and  after  a course  of  4!^  miles  enters  Chiches- 
ter harbour. 

Drainage  and  Sewage. 

The  Chichester  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  situated  at 
Appledram,  about  miles  south-west  of  the  City. 

The  total  area  of  the  works  is  about  10^  acres.  All  the 
crude  sewage  is  screened  and  treated  in  precipitation  tanks  of 
about  half-a-million  gallons  capacity.  Time  and  Alumina-ferric 
are  used  as  precipitants. 

After  tank  treatment,  the  clarified  tank  effluent  is  pumped 
on  to  five  Bacteria  filters,  fitted  with  revolving  sprinklers.  The 
oldest  one  is  driven  by  electric  motors,  on  a bed  200  feet  in 
diameter.  The  four  new  ones,  each  100  feet  in  diameter,  are 
driven  by  the  re-action  of  sewage  from  the  orifices  in  the 
distributing  arms.  All  these  filters  are  giving  satisfactory 
service.  A sixth  filter,  100  feet  in  diameter,  is  in  course  of 
construction. 

In  addition  to  these  filters,  there  are  four  small  shallow 
filters,  and  about  an  acre  of  land,  which  are  used  for  excessive 
storm  flows. 
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The  whole  of  the  effluent  passes  through  the  tidal  tank 
before  being  discharged  into  the  Chichester  harbour.  The 
outlet  valve  from  this  tank  is  only  opened  during  the  ebb  tide. 

There  has  been  erected  a Public  lavatory  in  North  Street, 
comprising  2 W.C.’s  and  14  stalls.  This  is  to  replace  a former 
lavatory  which  was  badly  situated,  and  had  insufficient 
accommodation. 

There  is  no  Public  Mortuary  in  the  City  at  present,  but 
the  matter  is  now  under  consideration. 

C1.0SKT  Accommodation. 

Water  closets  form  the  chief  method  of  disposal,  but 
privies  are  still  in  existence.  Some  houses  are  still  unconnected 
with  the  main  drainage,  and  drain  into  cesspools  ; wherever 
this  is  found  to  exist  every  effort  is  made  to  connect  with  main 
drainage  of  the  City. 

A privy  pit  is  one  of  the  greatest  sources  of  danger  that 
it  is  possible  for  any,  otherwise  healthy  house,  to  possess  ; not 
only  is  the  accumulation  of  filth  unhealthy  in  itself,  but  the 
breeding  of  flies,  which  convey  the  filth  to  food  ; and  the 
surrounding  soil  becomes  saturated,  owing  to  the  very  defective 
way  in  which  these  pits  are  always  constructed.  During  the 
year  16  privies  or  cesspools  were  abolished  and  have  been 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

Scavenging. 

House  Refuse  is  daily  collected  by  the  Corporation’s  carts 
in  the  main  .streets,  and  twice  weekly,  from  the  bye  streets,  and 
taken  up  to  the  refuse  tip,  situated  at  the  far  eastern  part  of  the 
City,  and  daily  covered  in  about  a foot  of  soil.  I advise 
that  the  carts  should  be  covered,  and  also  that  every  house 
should  be  provided  with  a covered  galvanised  iron 
receptacle.

One  Knackers  yard  onl}^  which  is  situated  at  the  Kastern 
end  of  the  old  City,  and  is  conducted  satisfactorily. 

There  are  no  cellar  dwellings  in  the  City. 

There  are  three  offensive  trades  : (i)  a Fellnionger  in 

Tower  Street  ; (2)  a Tannery  at  V/estgate ; (3)  a Bone  Boiler, 
which  is  connected  with  the  above-mentioned  Knackers  yard  ; 
these  are  all  well-conducted,  and  no  complaints  have  been  made. 

There  are  three  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district, 
which  are  regularly  inspected,  and  are  well-conducted. 

No.  1 18,  St.  Pancras,  has  been  registered  during  the  year 
as  a Common  Lodgiug  House,  and  is  well-conducted. 

Several  premises  have  been  reported  as  having  been  used 
for  Pig  slaughtering  as  unregistered  premises  ; these  nuisances 
have  been  abated. 
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SCHOOI.S. 

The  Bleineiitary  Schools  in  the  City  number  lo,  with  an 
average  of  2,200  scholars. 

The  Sanitary  arrangements  of  these  Schools,  generall}'', 
may  be  said  to  be  satisfactory,  all  are  connected  with  the  main 
drainage,  and  supplied  with  town  water. 

Portfield  School,  however,  was  closed  by  the  Education 
Authority  on  December  loth,  1913,  by  telegram,  on  account  of 
the  large  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough.  It  was  re-opened 
again  after  the  Xmas  holidays,  on  January  6th,  1914,  and  closed 
again  by  the  same  authority  the  following  day,  for  14  days. 


Food. 

(a).  Midk  Supply. 

The  Milk  Shops  and  Dairies  may  be  said,  generally,  to  be 
kept  in  good  order. 

I have  taken  samples  of  each  purveyor  of  milk  in  the  City 
once,  and  examined  the  samples,  which  were  genuine. 

No  proceedings  have  been  taken  under  the  local  Acts,  or 
under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  Order  of  1888  and  1889. 


The  Milk  supply  to  the  City  is  obtained  partly  from  cows 
kept  within  the  district,  and  partly  from  cows  kept  in  the 
surrounding  rural  areas. 

There  are  13  Dairies  and  Cowkeepers  in  the  City.  These 
are  kept  under  constant  supervision,  and  are  maintained  in  a 
cleanly  and  sanitary  condition. 

(bj.  Othkr  Foods. 

Premises  where  food  is  stored  or  exposed  for  sale  are 
visited  at  frequent  intervals. 

There  are  25  Bakehouses  in  the  City,  which  have  been 
visited  at  frequent  intervals  ; on  two  occasions  it  was  found 
necessary  to  whitewash  and  cleanse. 

There  is  no  regular  Meat  Inspection. 


fcj.  Salr  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.

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Housing. 

The  circumstances  and  situation  of  the  City  render  the 
Housing  question  one  of  no  small  difficulty,  and  factors  are 
present  which  do  not  present  themselves  in  more  modern 
towns  ; there  being  a large  number  of  very  small  cottages,  at  a 
low  rent,  and  in  a ver}^  bad  condition.  The  conditions  of  the 
housing  of  the  extremely  poor  has,  in  many  cases,  been 
aggravated  by  the  carelessness  and  insanitary  habits  of  t’le 
tenants  themselves. 

During  the  year  21  representations  under  Sec.  17  (sub-sec. 
2)  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  were  made  by  me  to 
the  Sanitary  Committee,  relating  to  21  houses,  and  resulting  in 
the  closure  of  8 houses. 


HOUSING  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

The  following  is  a Summary  of  the  Work  done  during  the 
year  1913  by  the  Housing  Inspector  under  the  Housing,  Town 
Planning,  etc..  Act,  1909,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


During  the  year,  424  houses  have  been  inspected,  308 
Informal  Notices  or  Tetters  have  been  sent  to  Owners  where 
work  was  required  to  be  executed,  and  Interviews  have  been 
obtained  with  Owners  of  116  houses. 

33  Statutory  Notices  have  been  served  during  the  year 
relating  to  the  Closure  of  Nos.  i to  8,  Cooper  Street. 

2,092  Inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  Work  in  Progress.

On  October  15th,  1913,  proceedings  were  taken  before  the 
City  Magistrates,  against  Mr.  Arthur  Peacock,  the  tenant  of 
No.  4,  Cooper  Street,  for  refusing  to  vacate  the  premises  after 
notice  had  been  served  on  him  that  the  Closing  Order  had 
become  operative.  The  Magistrates  made  an  Order  on  Mr. 
Peacock  to  quit  the  house  within  28  days.  This  Order  he  did 
not  obey,  and  owing  to  the  illness  of  the  tenant’s  wife,  the 
matter  remained  in  abeyance  for  a short  period.  The  tenant 
has  since  left. 

Upon  inspecting  the  properties  in  Take  Road,  it  was 
found  that  to  a large  extent  the  defects  were  due  to  defective 
drainage  and  through  the  absence  of  a sewer  in  the  road.  This 
matter  was  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  in  January,  who 
recommended  the  Council  to  lay  a sewer  in  the  road  at  the  cost 
of  the  Owners.  This  work  is  completed,  and  at  three  houses 
the  work  required  under  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c..  Act, 
is  now  in  hand.

C. — (i). — Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

The  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  City  Is  carried  out 
by  : — 

(1) .  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(2) .  The  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

(3) .  The  Housing  Inspector. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  holds  in  combination  the 
appointment  of  City  Surveyor,  and  much  of  his  work  and 
that  of  the  Housing  Inspector  overlaps,  but  it  is  separated  as 
well  as  possible  under  the  conditions  of  the  combined  appoint- 
ment. 

The  newly  appointed  Housing  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  Nash, 
acting  under  the  M.O.H.  has  done  most  satisfactory  work. 

(2). — Hospitae  Accommodation. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  North-east  part  of 
the  City,  there  are  separate  blocks  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria 
and  Knteric  Fever,  with  a total  of  28  beds.  The  Administrative 
block  is  separate  from  the  main  building,  and  in  it  is  living 
accommodation  for  the  Matron,  the  Nurse  and  Maid,  there 
is  sufficient  accommodation  in  this  block  for  extra  nurses 
when  required.  An  Ambulance  carriage  is  also  kept  on  the 
premises.

One  case  of  Diphtheria  proved  fatal  after  Tracheotomy.

The  average  stay  in  Hospital  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  patients 
was  45*25  days.

The  average  stay  in  Hospital  of  Enteric  Fever  cases  was 
40  33  days. 

There  were  no  other  deaths  in  the  Hospital.  The  M.O.H.

D.— Pre:vai,enck  and  Control  over  Acutk  Infectious 

Diseases. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year 
amounted  to  52,  excluding  Tuberculosis,  which  will  be  treated 
under  Section  E. 

Of  these  5 cases  were  Scarlet  Fever,  and  of  these  no  cases 
occurred  between  the  i to  5 age  period,  3 cases  occurred 
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between  the  5 to  15  age  period  ; and  2 cases  occurred  between 
the  15  to  25  age  period. 

The  cases  were  of  comparatively  a mild  type,  and  no 
death  has  occurred. 

Upon  receipt  of  these  notifications  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  visited  and  investigated  the  probable  cause,  and  a full 
investigation  was  made  as  to  Water  and  Milk  suppl}^  and  as  to 
the  possibility  of  their  being  return,  carrier,  or  contact  cases, 
and  in  the  case  of  School  children,  the  School  was  visited  also.

Diphtheria  accounted  for  26  notifications.  One  death 
occurred  only,  and  this  was  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  after 
Tracheotomy. 

Two  cases  notified  as  Diphtheria  were  found  after 
Bacteriological  Examination  to  be  negative. 

One  case  of  Membranous  Croup  was  notified. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  visited  the  premises  in  each 
instance,  and  in  the  case  of  children,  the  School  was  visited  and 
the  question  of  Contacts  and  Carrier  cases  investigated.  At 
the  house  where  two  cases  occurred  in  the  same  family,  a 
stagnant  and  offensive  fish  pond  immediately  behind  the  house 
was  filled  in,  since  that  no  further  cases  have  occurred.  In  four 
other  cases  sanitary  defects  were  remedied,  but  in  the  remain- 
ing cases  no  apparent  cause  could  be  traced.

In  several  doubtful  cases,  Bacteriological  examination  was 
made  as  to  Widal  reaction.

No  notifications  were  received  for  Cerebral  Spinal  Fever 
and  acute  Poliomyelitis. 

When  a case  is  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the 
premises  are  disinfected  at  once  by  Formaline  Fumigation,  and 
in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  the  room  is  completely  re-decorated. 
If  not  removed  to  the  Hospital,  it  is  carried  out  at  the  termina- 
tion of  the  case. 

In  December  an  epidemic  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred 
which  necessitated  the  Closing  of  a School,  beyond  this  the 
M.O.H.  has  heard  very  little  of  other  non-notifiable  Infectious 
Disease. 


E. — Prkvale^nce:  and  Controd  over  Tubkrcueosis. 

During  the  year,  40  notifications  have  been  received  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  19  deaths  have  occurred  from  that 
disease. 

Also  13  other  notifications  of  Tubercular  Disease. 

{a).  Upon  receipt  of  a notification,  the  M.O.H.  visits  in 
person,  and  a complete  history  of  the  case  is  taken,  of  which  a 
record  is  kept,  and  advice  and  information  is  given  on  printed 
forms. 

(d).  Subsequent  visits  are  not  made  unless  at  the  request 
of  the  Medical  Practitioner  in  attendance. 

(^:).  At  the  present  moment  there  are  no  active  arrange- 
ments for  the  detection  of  unrecognised  cases  associated  with 
notified  cases,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  when  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary,  after  mentioned,  is  in  working  order,  each  member 
of  the  family  to  which  the  infected  person  belongs  will  be 
separately  examined. 

(d).  No  definite  arrangements  are  5^et  made  for  utilising 
the  services  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 
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(e).  After  removal  or  death  infected  premises  are 
re-decorated  and  disinfected.
